KILLED IN SIGHT OF 1,000. 


Girl Who Was Saved from “Burning 


Building” Hurled to Pavement—Her 


Skull Is Crushed. ‘ 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 4.—[Special. ]—Jean- 
nette Lawrence of this city, vaudeville ac- 
tress and acrobat, was killed tonight in sight 
of 1,000 people who witnessed the perform- 
ance of Fighting the Flames at the Pitts- 
burg exposition. 

Last Friday the regular girl dislocated her 
ankle, and Miss Lawrence was given a re- 
hearsal as substitute. John i:earn of New 
York acted the part of rescuer. He had 
complained to the management that the 
Lawrence woman was too forward in jump- 
ing into his arms. The manager warned her 
and told Hearn that if she repeated the act 
he would find another girl and this would be 
her last night. 

Tonight as Hearn appeared above the roof 
to rescue her she jumped at him and grasped 
him about the shoulders. The shock caused 
the rope holding Hearn to break and the girl 
fell headlong to the pavement, crushing her 
skull.

She has established in the 
far east a kind of Monroe doctrine. and 
would oppose, for Instance, the transfer by 
the Netherlands of Java and Sumatra. She 
wants the status quo now existing in the far 
east to continue. That Is her attitude.“ 

A question was asked as to what would be 
the future of Japan in China. He said: 

We want to be good friends. We want 
China to progress and thereby benefit not 
only herself but the world in general. Our 
trade in China has prospered immensely since 
the war began. It has grown tenfold. In 
order.to get a Chinaman to respect you he 
must be taught the lesson with a club. 

Japan compelled a change of attitude in 
1806, and has had good success since, In 
spite of what Russia said, her defeats n 
be remembered by China, and are bound to 
have a serjous effect on her future in the far 
east.”

TAFT AT CANTON; BOYCOTT OFF. 


Secretary of War, After Two Days of 
Hesitation, Visits Chinese Port— 
Received with Every Courtesy. 


HONGKONG, Sept. 4.—Secretary Taft and 
his party visited the Chinese port of Canton, 
2 to do so after several days of hesita- 
tion. 

The visit of the secrtary of war was coin- 
cident with a\proclamation by the viceroy 
ordering the Canton Chinese guilds to aban- 
don their boycott of American goods and or- 
dering all the leaders of the boycott to be ar- 
rested and punished. 

Old residents of Canton say that they be- 
Hieve the agitators are using the boycott as 
an excuse for a demonstration against all 
foreigners. It is believed in two weeks the 
boycott will be at an end. 

During their stay in Canton a few mem- 
bers of the Taft party visited the old city 
They made many purchases and were treat- 
ed with great respect, there being no evidence 
of ill feeling. The entire party returned to 
Hongkong late ténight. 

The Taft party on its arrival at Canton 
proceeded to the American consulate, where 
its members were met by a battalion of the 
viceroy's guards. After a reception at the 
consulate the party became guests of the 
New Canton railway, covering its entire dis- 
trict. At 1 o’clock the visitors were enter- 
tained at luncheon by invitation of the vice- 
roy, who, however, was ill and unable to be 
present. His representative made a speech, 
referring to the friendly relations between 
the Chinese nation and America. 

Secretary Taft, in his response, said that 
by direction of the president, he was pleased 
to note the friendly relations of the two 
countries. The United States did not want 
one foot or one acre of the soil of China. 
The secretary said he thought the boycott 
of American goods was an unreasonable 
violation of treaty rights and conditions be- 
tween the two countries and declared that 
he was glad the viceroy had ordered the boy- 
cott stopped. 


NEW DISCOVERY IN PLANT LIFE. 


University of California Professor 
Finds Way of Controlling Proc- 
ess of Regeneration. 


Berkeley, Cal., Sept. 4.— That the process 
of regeneration may be controlled in plant 
life is the discovery made by William Albert 
1 head of the botany department of 
he University of California. The experi- 
ments from which so much of value to 
science will come were made on a seaweed 
known as kelp. 

By eontealitee the direction of the flow of 
the nutrition in the plant, Dr. Setchell made 
buds grow where they had not grown before. 
and made the buds at the end of the plant. 
which had been the strongest under normal 
conditions, dwindle away. 

This is the first investigation along this 
line in the field of botany, and the results 
thus far obtained are of such wide spreading 
importance as to throw a new light on the 
regenerative process altogether. Prof. 
Setchell believes that the problem of polar- 
ization may be solved by experiments on the 
same line that his recent experiments have

Mr. Bacon will assume his duties in the 
State department as soon as he ean arrange 
his private affairs, which will be some time 
in October. 

Adept in High Finance. 

Robert Bacon is recognized in the east as 
being more than usually well versed in mat- 
ters of high finance. It was Bacon who was 
in charge of the interests of J. Pierpont 
Morgan in the famous Northern | PKecific cor- 
ner of 1901.

“Boss” and Protege Clash. 


This theory of friction between the political 
boss and his protégé was emphasized by a 
story of the real cause of the downfall of 
Freibere’s from its pinnacle of calm con- 
tempt for the law.

Thousands of Childen Return to City 
After Long Vacation to Take Up 
Work Again—Board of Education 
Expects a Record Enrollment—Two 
New Butidings to Be Opened and 
Five Manual Training Centers Ese 
tablished. 


Every train that.clattered into Chicago 
yesterday brought back tanned and freckled 
privates of the army of school children from 
the greenness of the country to the grayness 
of the city, back from freedom to fetters. 
Every other train brought back the captains 
in the army—Chicago’s school ma ams 
from hammocks and summer fiction to 
straight backed chairs and text books. It 
was estimated in the boardrooms during the 
afternoon that 30,000 children and 2,500 teach- 
ers arrived in the city during the day, hav- 
ing prolonged their vacation to the last day. 

At 9 o'clock this morning gongs, summon- 
ing the privates back to the ranks, will be 
sounded in every school building in Chicago, 
and 245,000 children will respond to the call. 
Little work will be done in the schoolrooms 
today. It will take several days to enroll 
and organize this great army. 

It is estimated by the school officials that 
the initial enrollment will exceed that of 
any other year. The elementary school en- 
roliment is expected to show a gain over last 
year of 8000, and the high school of 1,600. It 
is estimated the total high school enrollment 
will be 14.000. 


Two New Schools to Open. 


Two new schools will be opemed today, and 
these two are old schools made over. The 
old South Division High school, Twenty- 
sixth street and Wabash avenue, and the old 
Thomas Hoyne school, Cass and IIlindis 
streets, will be reopened as manual train- 
ing high schools. They will be known as 
the South and North Side Manual Training 
High school, and will accommodate the over- 
flow from the R. T. Crane Manual Train- 
ing High school. Of the two combined 
schools, W. J. Bogan will be principal. The 
north side school will admit only first year 
students, while the south side school will 
be thrown open to both first and second year 
pupils. 


New Manual Training Schools. 


The only new feature which will be in- 
‘stalled in the elementary schools at the be- 
ginning of the school term will be the open- 
ing of the five manual training centers es- 
tablished by the gift of R. T. Crane. These 
will bé located in the following schools: 
Aa? school, Townsend street near Chicago av- 
enue. 

Cooper school, Nineteenth street near Ashiand av- 
enue. 

Foster school, Union and O’Brien streets. 

Molden school, Thirty-first and Loomis streets. 

Thorp school, Superior avenue and Highty-ninth 
street. 


During the year the school board win 
greatly increase the number of public kinder- 
gartens and domestic science centers. 

The school management committee has in- 
structed all principals to announce to the 
pupils and parents that German classes will 
be organized in every school upon the written 
request of seventy-five parents. 


Changes in High School Course. 


Supt. Cooley has announced several modi- 
fications in the high school course of study, 
but the elementary course will remain un- 
changed. 

The requirement of four years of English 
for graduation will be suspended in the case 
of pupils who, under the rules of the board, 
would de required to take two years of Eng- 
lish in a single year to enable them to gradu- 
ate. 

The requirement of two sciences will be sus- 
pended in similar cases. 

The requirement of biology for admission 
to the normal school will ba suspended in the 
case of pupils who would be required to take 
two years of science in a single year to com- 
ply with the requirement.

Another speaker was D, G. Ramsay. Who 
said: I believe in labor organization, for it 
is necessitated by industrial combination.

R. M. Patterson, tie next speaker, took 
issue with Mr. Edens. ‘“‘ I want to say that 
the public officials from the rank and file of 
labor have done the most for Illinois,’’ he 
said, “‘for it is such men that look to the 
rights of the laboring man. Mayor Dunne 
has my praise for one thing. He appointed 
a commissioner of public works who has done 
more for Chicago than all his predecessors.”’ 

Francis O'Shaughnessy denied the argu- 
ment that labor unions foment discontent. 
“True labor unionism,’’ he said, “ crushes 
out the spirit of aparchy in the country.” 

Patrick H. O'Donnell said organized labor 
in Chicago was meeting with more opposition

once 

Most of the red tape in the ‘government 
departments has been creatéd by congress. 
It is an insidious growth which has largely 
followed upon the practice of petty and per- 
nicious legislation in the annual appropria- 
tion bills. The chief of a department who 
endeavor to cut off red tape almost in- 
variably find themselves confronted with the 
necessity of obeying some almost forgotten 
fragment of a statute passed long ago by 
some careless congress, but still dictating 
the course of business in thats particular 
bureau. 

Little Hope for Results. 

Whether it be from the Keep commission 
or from an outside body of business men. the 
necessary information must ultimately go to 
congress, as much legislation will be neces- 
sary to make any reform permanent. 

The probability is that a special body of 
business men would be tempted to make their 
reforms too sweeping, but, on the other hand, 
the Keep commission with its system of in- 
terminable questions to be answered by gov- 
ernment officials seems already to have bit- 
ten off a great deal more of red tape pie than 
it possibly can masticate for years to come. 

Why would it not be a good idea to try a 
commission made up of men like John Wana- 
maker and Marshall Field, and see whether 
the talent which enabled them to organize 
and conduct their immense interests suc- 
cessfully will not be sufficient to enable them 
to induct a little common sense business 
method into the affairs of the government? 


CHANGES IN ROYAL ARCANUM. 


Alterations in Rules Governing As- 
sessments and Reinstatements 
Officially Announced. 


Put-in-Bay, O., Sept. 4—The following 
statement concerning the final determination 
of the Royal Arcanum convention was au- 
thorized today by Supreme Recretary Rob- 
son: 

“The laws were amended striking out op- 
tion D by a decided vote. We also made 
options B and ‘C ‘applicable to the pres- 
ent membership only, and restricted new 
members to a selection between the regular 
rates and option A.’ 

“An amendment was also adopted for the 
reinstatement without new medical examina- 
tion of members suspended since June 1, if 
they apply for reinstatement before Nov. 1. 
The proposition to create a fraternal fund by 
annual contributions of 20 cents from each 
member, to be used in payments of assess- 
ments of aged members, was referred to an 
executive committee, with power to procure 
the necessary state legislation, the proposi- 
tion being contrary to the laws of the state 
of Massachusetts. 

An amendment was adopted providing 
that members over 65 years of age may pay 
only one-half of their assessments, and that 
the remainder may be charged against their 
certificates, deduction to be made when the 
benefits are paid.”’ 

The supreme regent was directed to act 
upon the reading of unauthorized circulars in 
the councils.

RAILWAY MISREPRESENTATION. 

A leading western railroad has been mak- 
ing a canvass of seven states and five ter- 
ritories in which it does business, for the 
pretended purpose of ascertaining the senti- 
ment of their business men on the subject 
of railway rate regulation. The question 
“Do you favor giving the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission the absolute power to 
fix all interstate rates and to establish the 
relation of rates between all localities? ” 
was sent out, accompanied by a circular 
letter explaining that the power described 
was that which President Roosevelt and 
the other advocates of rate legislation pro- 
pose to confer upon the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. It is claimed that 70 
per cent of the business men interrogated 
answered in the negative, and this is repre- 
sented as showing that western sentiment 
is opposed to the administration’s rate 
policy. i

Coil Karl von e eee whose mar- 
riage to Princess Amelia of Thurn and Taxis 
has just taken place at Vienna, is the eldest 

son and heir of the Kaiser’s most intimate 
‘and oldest friend, and has himself from boy- 
hood been one of the closest associates of 
the crown prince of Germany and of his 
brothers. 

The intimacy | may be said: to be of a 
hereditary character. For the late Count 
and Countess Schlitz-Gortz were among the 
dearest friends of Emperor and Empress 
Frederick, and of the late grand duke and 
grand duchess of Hesse. 

In order to show the affectionate relations 


| existing between the parents of the kaiser 


and those of the present head bf the ancient 
and illustrious house of Schlitz-Gortz—the 
origin of which dates back to the year A. 
D. 1100—it may be 3 that Prof. 
Hintzpeter, who for a number of years di- 
rected the education of Emperor William and 
of his brother, Prince Henry, and who as 
their old tutor still retains — confidence 
and the warm regard of his former pupils, 
was selected by Emperor Frederick and by 
the empress for the purpose on the personal 
recommendation of the late Count and Coun- 
tess Gorts, in whose family he had resided 
for a number of years as tutor to their son. 

That William shares the confidence placed 
by his parents in the Schlitz-Gortz family is 
shown by the circumstance that when he 
found it necessary at one time to obtain the 
services of a tutor for one of his young rela- 
tives, in a case of particular delicacy, he 
at once nominated for the post Prof. Krenge, 
who was at the time tutoring the sons of 
the present Count Gortz. 

— . 

The latter lost his wife suddenly three 
years ago, three days After the demise of his 
mother. His wife was a woman of great 
beauty, which she may be said to have in- 
herited from her mother, the celebrated 
countess of Villeneuve, Brazilian ambassa- 
dress at the court of Brussels, and renowned 
throughout Burope on account of her loveli- 


The emperor and the count are as unite. 
and as unrestrained with one another as 
two men can be who have the same tastes, 
Who have been intimate since childhood, 
whose parents have been close friends before 
them, and whose children in turn are devoted 
to one another. 

It is doubtful whether Emperor William 
ever enjoys himself so much or feels so thor- 
oughly at home as when visiting the Gortzes 


at Schlitz. There his days are spent in 


shooting and hunting with the count, while 
during the lifetime of the countess the even- 
ings wére employed in setting songs to music 
with her and in composing new melodies. 

With regard to Princess Amelia of Thurn 
and Taxis, who has become the bride of young 
Count Schlitg-Gortz, she is the daughter of 
the late Prince Adolphus of Thurn and Taxis 
and Countess d’Orsay, who after his death 
married Prince Maximilian Hohenlohe, 
brother of the duke of Ratibor. 

Princess Amelia belongs, therefore, through 
her mother, to the same house as the famous 
Count Alfred d’Orsay, who played, as king of 
the dandies, so great a role in the London 
world of fashon during the early part of the 
nineteenth century, and who afterwards died 
as director general of the government de- 
partment of fine arts, to which he had been 
appointed by his old London friend Prince 
Louis Napoleon, when the latter became 
president of the French republic. g

It was generally supposed in England and 
France that the Orsays were French hobles. 
This is not the case. True, their origin was 
Gallic. But their title of count was granted 
to them in the first place by the Bavarian 
crown and was subsequently confirmed in 
the early part of the eighteenth century by 
Austria. Indeed, the grandfather of Count 
Alfred d'Orsay married a princess of the 
then reigning house of Hohenlohe. 

Alfred d’Orsay lies buried in the same 
grave with his mother-in-law, the countess 
of Blessington, to whom he was so devoted 
that his marriage to her daughter was never 
a union in anything more than mere name. 
Indeed, the attachment of Lady Blessington 
and of the count was of such a romantic 
character and they were both of them such 
fascinating people that Lady Blessington’s 
husband, the earl of Blessington, entirely 
sanctioned the affaire de cœur between 
his wife and his friend, while it was in a 
similar manner tolerated by most of the lead- 
ing statesmen in London, who frequented 
Lady Blessington’s salons there, and also by 
the count’s brother-in-law aud sister, the 
duke and duchess of Grammont, on whose 
estate their tomb is situated. 

— ae 

Incidentally, it may be well to demonstrate 
here the falsity of a story which has long 
been current about Lady Blessington and 
Emperor Napoleon III. It is said that when 
she reached Paris, driven with Count Alfred 
d'Orsay from London by their ereditors, Na- 
poleon III., although he had almost lived at 
the Blessington house throughout his exile 
in England, took no notice of their arrival, 
and that meeting her some weeks afterwards 
at a reception in such a way that he could 
not avoid her, he exclaimed, in French, Ah, 
Lady Blessington, are you for long over here 
in Paris?“ to which she is stated to have re- 
plied, **‘ And you, sire?“ 

Now, it is only necessary to point out tha: 
Napoleon did not become emperor until De- 
cember, 1852, and that Lady Blessington died 
in Paris, in June, 1849; that is to say, more 
than three years previously. When Lady 
Blessington fled to Paris with d'Orsay earty 
in 1848 Louis Napoleon was merely a repre- 
sentative of the national assembly, in the 
most straitened circumstances and in no po 
sition to return the lavish hospitality which 
he had received at the hands of Lady es 
ington in London. 

Moreover, one of the first things that he 
did on becoming emperor was to appoint her 
friend and son-in-law, Count d’Orsay, to the 
lucrative post of director general of the fine 
art department, and as such chief of all the 


government museums. Whatever Napoleon’s 
faults—and he had many—ingratitude was 


certainly not one of the shortcomings tifat 
could be laid at his door.

In senate document No. 40 of the Fifty- 
fourth congress the whole method of pro- 
cedure is given in detail, and any one who 
examines it will find, I think, that the éligi- 
bility. of Norway will more than meet 95 
test there prescribed. 

Norway, in fact, has not only established 
its own statehood, complete at every point, 
but we have, besides, the crowning teatl-. 
mony of a popular vote which shows that the 
government represents the entire and har- 
monious ang of the eee people. 


There hardly can apts ge doubt that the presi- 
dent, as soon as he minutes of real 
leisure, will ordain the ality which Nor- 
way, so respectfully and so reasonably has 
asked for. It is conceivable that a govern- 
ment which was on the point, in 1898, of 
recognizing the so-called civil government 
of Cuba—at that time consisting of three 
fugitives, a mule, and a bunch of bananas— 
would take two thoughts concerning such 
a claim as Norway now presents. 

Moreover, when we consider the Panama 
incident," with our warships and marines 
impatiently awaiting the unveiling of the 
junta on shore and the state department 
telegraphing anxious inquiriés as to the 
whereabouts of the revolution, it really would 
appear that our deliberation as to Norway 
possesses many of the most interesting quali- 
ties of mystery. 

It seems to be generally understood, how- 
ever, that there is no serious question as to 
the government’s purpose in this connection. 
The only question is that of President Roose- 
velt’s leisure for a ere foregone con 
clusion. 

Norway, to be sure, is ‘watering? a grdat 
deal in the way of inconvenience pending our 
resumption of commonplace, routine work, 
and maybe it would be kind and friendly, 
though perhaps not at all strenuous, to take 
a moment off for an act of quiet, unostenta- 
tious justice.

KANSAS CROPS. 

The value of the Kansas corn crop 
of 1902, from only 13 per cent Of her area, was 
sufficient to more than five times cover the 
cost of the-entire Louisiana purchase and 
nearly eleven times as much as the United 
States paid for Alaska. Uncle Sam’s reports 
point out that in the five year period ending 
with the year 1900 the combined value of 
Kansas’ corn and wheat exceeded that of the 
same crops of any other state in the union. 
Illinois’ came next, but fell behind Kansas 
by a little less than $19,000,000. 

The value of corn grown in Kansas the last 
twenty years is $100,000,000 more; than that 
of all the wheat crops gnown by Kansas since 
her beginning. 

In the last ten years the value of Kansas’ 
corn crops has been $106,000,000 more than 
that! of the wheat produced in the same 
period, which included, three of the state’s 
largest wheat crops and one of the smallest 
of corn. In the preceding ten years the corn 
crop was worth nearly $200,000,000 more than 
the wheat. 

The Kansas corn crop was worth over 
$6,000,000 more than all her other products 
of the soil in. 1902, and in two preceeding sea- 
sons corn outvalued all the other fleld 
products, wheat included. 

The fact that Kansas produces more wheat 
than any other state or country in the world 
always causes much earnest watchfulness 
and discussion of its acreage, condition, pros- 
pects, yield, and quality, at home and 
throughout the grain, milling, transportation, 
breadstuff, banking, and commercial centers 
of civilization. This would naturally per- 
suade those without knowledge of thé facts 
to suppose that wheat is by far the state's 
main and foremost crop; yet compared in 
importance and value with her corn, wheat 
is a side issue, and but one of various sec- 
ondary items the worth of which must be ag- 
gregated to even approach the value of corn, 

Great as the wheat crops have been, for 
twenty-five of the forty-three years of whic 
there is record, statistics reveal that the 
Aggregate value of the corn crop was more 
than double that of the combined yields of 
winter and spring wheat, and in but few 
years has the value of the wheat crop ap- 
proached or surpassed that of the same 
year’s corn. The value of the corn alone in 
each of fifteen years of the last twenty has 
been greater than that of all other field crops 
together, wheat omitted, and in only one 
year (1901) of the last decade did corn fail 
to ontvalue the same crops.

You should carefully avoid all uncertain, experimental, 
dangerous or half-way treatment, for upon the success of the first treatment 
depends whether you will be promptly restored to health again, with all taint 
of the poisonous disease remove from your system, or whether your disease will 
be allowed to become chronic and subject you to future recurrences of the disease, 
with the various resulting complications, etc.
